Though

frotu 
native country, the ntiud otteu bridges 
the distance, attd 1 always have a filial 
feeling for the home of early life, a 
feeling shared in greater or less degree 
by all pioneers. Why this is true 
has never been explained fur the cold 
fact remains that the child love far 
exceeds the parental, or to put it 
more plainly the love is all on the 
part of the colony, and not of the 
mother country. Our ancestors found 
it so, while they endured the neglect 
and tyranny of England, and many 
other pages of history are stained 
with records of infant colonies being 
treated as conquered people. Human 
nature does not change, and yet thou­ 
sands of Alaska's residents fail to 
understand why the great and mighty 
United States government has for 38 
years 
persistently and 
uniformly 
treated Alaska either with utter neg­ 
lect or a system of tyranny and exac­ 
tions that would have shamed the 
ministry of King Oeorge the Third. 
I use the word “ shamed,” after care­ 
ful thought. In 1770 England was en­ 
gaged in a tremendous struggle tor 
existence, and fearfully pressed for 
funds. She had just fought a costly 
war, the results of which were of 
greater importance to the American 
colonies than to herself. In tnis ex­ 
tremity, it seemed but just to make 
the colonies contribute to the ex­ 
penses. Rut the spirit that raised the 
cry of “ No taxation without repre­ 
sentation,” grew and spread until 
the God of battles gave the oppressed 
their rights. 1 am not inferring that 
the time will ever come when Aluska 
can force the United States to give 
her freedom. There are less than 
75,000 white residents in all Alaska, 
and although immigration constantly 
increases in spite of the restrictions 
placed on all kinds of development, 
we can never hope to tie strong 
enough to conquer our rights from 
earth’s mightiest nation. Rut the 
shame of Alaska’s wrongs is becom­ 
ing so flagrant that indications of 
help are appearing in many quarters. 
Friends in congress are asserting 
their opinions more and more strong­ 
ly. The press of the northwest is no 
longer alone in publishing Alaska’s 
wrongs, but all over the United 
States, sentiments of sympathy and 
indignation are becoming frequent 
in leading journals. 
A series of 
articles in Appleton’s Rcoklovers 
.Magazine, entitled, “ The Looting of 
Alaska” begun in January, is doing 
much to arouse interest in this sub­ 
ject, and we live in full faith of 
better times iu the near future. 
We are having the hardest winter 
ever known in this region, according 
to the few who have lived here more 
than twenty years. 
December was 
mild, with temperature seldom down 
to the freezing point. 
January was 
full of blizzards, which would blow 
into tatters the crests of the waves 
on the bay, until the water was 
nearly hidden by cloudlike sheets ot 
vapor, and the snow flying from the 
mountain tops resembled the dis­ 
heveled hair of a maniac. 
Zero 
weather was experienced for the flrst 
time in Seward, and one morning 9 
degrees below zero was touched. 
Since February flrst the weather has 
been generally mild. 
During the period of heavy storms 
and little daylight, navigation is 
especially dangerous. 
In December 
the Portland was wrecked about mid­ 
way between here and Seattle. 
All 
on board were saved. 
The Valencia 
horror has been old news before this 
reaches you. 
Roth these disasters 
might have been averted if a little of 
the blood money squeezed from 
Alaska bad been spent for necessary 
light bouses. 
The S. S. Dora, carrying the mail 
between Seward and Dutch Harbor, 
which is a little more than 1000 miles 
Irom here, iett Seward December 2d, 
and expected to make the round trip 
iu 20 days. 
In January, a coast 
steamer reported that the Dora had 
left Kodiak, some 200 miles from 
here, on December 21th, after a hard 
experience with gales near Cook’s 
Inlet. Du February 20th the Santa 
Ana sailed from Seward to carry the 
mail and look for the Dora. 
(The 
ocean cable only comes as far west as 
Seward.) The Santa Ana is com­ 
manded by Captain Moore, a Maine 
Yankee, and brother to the captain 
of the Dora. 
Uu February 21th a 
cablegram from Port Angeles, Wash­ 
ington, informed us that the Dora 
had arrived there with all on board 
sate. She had been driven far south­ 
ward trom her coarse by a gale, and 
with coal exhausted and rigging dam­ 
aged, was more than six weeks in 
reaching the nearest port. That was 
a joyful night tor we all had friends 
on the Doir, and small hope of their 
safety.

Appropriations for Pensions. 
The House of Representatives has 
passed the hill appropriating 8140, - 
000,000 to meet the pension bills of 
the next fiscal year. 
This is almost 
at the maximum of appropriation. 
Mr Gardner of Michigan, chairman 
of the sub-committee, opened the 
debate which preceded the passage of 
the act, with a statement of ligures 
as to pension payments which are 
astonishing aud 
interesting. 
He 
showed that there are yet six names 
on the pension roll of the War of 
Revolution, though it is 123 years 
since it was ended, and 8,000 on that 
of the second war with Great Rritain. 
The cost of the great Civil War was 
six billion dollars, aud during the 
forty years that have passed since the 
surrender of Lee, the country has 
paid 33,300,000,000 in pensions charge­ 
able to that war. 
Mr Gardner ven­ 
tures the prediction that before the 
iast survivor is removed from the 
roils, a sum equal to the whole cost 
of the war will have been paid. At 
present there are 500,000 pensioners 
on the roll ot the Civil War, and 11,­ 
400 on the roll of the Mexican War. 
There were for the Spanish War 312,­ 
000 enlistments, and there are to-day 
more pensioners chargeable against 
that war than the maximum number 
under Shafter in Cuba. 
Mr Gardner 
predicts that in twenty years there 
will be 132,000 Spanish War pen­ 
sioners on the rolls. 
As by amendments to the pension 
law age is now to be considered a 
permanent disability within the mean­ 
ing of the law, war will have ad­ 
ditional terrors if the cost is to be 
multiplied by two, to meet the pen­ 
sion claims. Mr Gardner shows that 
France pays each year 826,180,900; 
Germany, 821,653,000; Austria-Hung­ 
ary, 810,723,482, aud Great Rritain, 
89,856,000. 
The aggregate paid by 
these four great powers is 868,427,687, 
or less than one-half paid by tho 
United Slates. 
The 
ligures are 
eloquent.

It P r o b a b l y C hnnged th e H istory ot 
th e W h ole H nm an R ace. 
The most striking case iu history of 
the Importance of trifles is furnished 
by the story of Musa, the leader of the 
Moslem host which won from Christen­ 
dom in three and a half years domin­ 
ions which it took the soldiers of the 
cross twenty generations to win back. 
He had a red beard. This was a trifle. 
Musa, though a very great general, 
was a very vain man, and he dyed his 
beard black. This was another trifle. 
One of his captains chaffed him on the 
subject, aud Musa forthwith had him 
stripped aud scourged. For this, at 
the very height of his conquering ca­ 
reer, Musa was recalled by the caliph 
and disgraced. This made it impos­ 
sible for him to command the Moslem 
army at the battle of Tours, on the is­ 
sue of which, as all historians agree, 
the destinies of Europe aud perhaps of 
the whole human race depended. 
It is almost certain that if the genius 
of Musa had replaced the incompetence 
of the half dozen tribal leaders whose 
dissensions made victory impossible 
the forces of Islam would have joined 
hands from the west to the east and 
Inclosed Europe in their grasp.—Lon­ 
don Standard.

Washington D. C. March 10, 1906. 
Next Monday the debate on the 
Hepburn rate bill will open in ear­ 
nest in the senate. 
Until then any 
forecast of the situation is nothing 
more than guess woik. 
There are a 
number of amendments to be offered. 
Some will be turned down immedi­ 
ately. Others will stand a chance of 
acceptance after a fight. 
Rut it is 
believed as a whole that the proposal 
for a conservative judicial review 
wii be accepted. This is the provis­ 
ion meeting most nearly with the 
views of the president. The only 
question is whether the scheme for 
a judicial review can be so framed 
that the corporation lawyers of the 
country will be able to take advantage 
of it so as to practically nullify the 
iutoution of the law by opening a way 
to interminable litigation which the 
railroads can stand aud which the 
shippers cannot. The negotiations 
between the two parties aud the two 
factions of each party still continue. 
The democratic side is much divided, 
it is certain that the administration 
cannot count on anything like a 
solid democratic vote to heip out 
the moiety of republicans who will 
vote for the bill. 
The republicans 
also are divided, aud senator Allison 
aud several others are working to 
secure reasonably harmonious action 
within the party. It would not bo 
at all surprising under the circum­ 
stances if the ultra conservative 
element broke entirely with the body 
of the party. 
Much interest has been caused iu 
all otlicial circles by the report from 
Gen. Wood of the engagement of the 
American forces with the Moros in 
Jolo. 
From tho reports that have 
been received at the war department 
iu addition to the press dispatches 
describing the battle, it would seem 
that there has been one of the most 
important engagements iu the number 
of men killed since the occupation 
of the islands by the American forces. 
It was stated at the war department 
today that Gen. Wood has been taced 
by a very uncomfortable situation. 
The natives do not know or under­ 
stand leniency iu any term on the 
part of the government. 
Leniency 
is regarded as a sign of weakness. 
Consequently an increasing number of 
outlaws and 
malefactors concen­ 
trated in the center of the islands 
and it was a question whether Gen. 
Wood should allow them to remain 
there unmolested aud allow them to 
swoop down on the settlements and 
upset the generally peaceful con­ 
dition of th'e island, or whether he 
should proceed against them and 
wipe them out, as the dispatches say 
he has done. It appears that he took 
the latter course, aud whilo it. has 
cost the government a number of 
men, there is a question'* whether 
alter all it was not the 'best thing to 
cío. Gen. Woods’ worst enemies in 
the service, aud (hey are many, 
would not accuse'him of lacking any 
ot the essential qualities et a lighter 
either personally or as a commando);. 
The Moros are lighters themselves 
from the way, back counties, and it. 
is littje woqder that the reports are 
Couceifued, entirely with casualities 
and nothing is said about prisoneis. 
Rut it is safe to say that the baudits 
in Jolo iiave been taught a lesson, 
that they 
will not forget for a 
number of years to come. 
Tho fight 011 the statehood bill has 
reached a point where it is safe to 
say that the bill will bo passed with 
the Foraker amendment which will 
turn the question ot joint statehood 
back for final settlement to the citi­ 
zens of New Mexico and Arizona. 
While senator Reveridge says that 
this Í3 iniuccesíai'y. it would seem the 
decent thing to do, as it is rather 
against precedent to take any state 
into the Union against the will of 
the people. The vote on the bill will 
not come till next week, but if it is 
passed in such shape that the people 
ot the two territories have a refer­ 
endum vote iu tho matter, there 
ought uot to be any question of its 
fair settlement. From the way things 
look now, tho state of Oklahoma aud 
Indian Territory will be admitted as 
a whole and no protest made. Rut 
it is almost certaiu that there will not 
only be a bard light iu New Mexico 
and Arizona and that a majority ot 
the voters of Arizona will stand out 
for separate statehood if they have to 
wait a decade to get it.

Historic mention of hand knitting is 
flrst found In the books of the time of 
Queen Elizabeth, though it Is known 
that it was one of the arts of the Pom­ 
peiians. The first machine for knitting 
was the Invention of one William Lee, 
who made application for a patent in 
England in 1589. On being refused a 
patent by the English authorities he 
forthwith departed for France and 
soon afterward set up a large factory 
at Rouen. The Lee machine, which re­ 
mained the same as it was 200 years 
before, was introduced in the colonies 
during the Revolutionary war. 
A 
sharp Yankee improved on it and set 
up the first United States stocking 
factory at Cohoes, N. Y., In 1832. 


postal facilities afforded the govern­ 
ment is one of the most practical 
measures of reform that has been 
introduced lately. It is not intended 
that at the restriction shall effect 
private individuals, but it is intended 
to cut down the great amount oi 
government property shipped over the 
roads at certain seasons and prevent 
an undue weight allowance, being 
figured out in favor of the railroads. 
The appropriation recommended by 
the committee on postoifioes and post 
roads will meet the normal growth 
of the service, but it is intended to 
retrench as far as possible in an en­ 
deavor to put the postolilce on a 
paying basis. 
It cost the United States nearly 
three times as much to distribute 
seeds, bulbs aud trees to larmers 
and planters as it cost to parchase 
the comodities. 
Figures in the report of R. T. 
Galloway chief of the bureau of plant 
industry, for 1905 show that the 
government paid 8245,000 fcr the 
handling of S90,000 worth of seeds. 
The items of salaries, traveling ex­ 
penses, assembling and mailing, and 
miscellaneous, amount to 82.70 tor 
every 81 in actual value. Will it do?

ing tribe is required by courtosy to 
give their hosts a return engagement. 
In a few months after the Rig hill 
Indians call on the Rird creek In­ 
dians for a pony smoke, the latter 
returns the visit and in turn are tho 
recipients of ponies. It is not always 
ponies that are smoked, 
but the 
blanket, bead and calico smokes are 
small affairs as compared to the cere­ 
monies attending the disposition of 
thousands of dollars’ worth of horses. 


More Railroad News. 
It is understood tbat the work of 
bmlding the branch railroad from a 
short distance below* Valley Springs 
to Campo Seco will be begun at once. 
It is also said that the route from the 
latter point to Gwin mine and to the 
timber region beyond has recently 
been resurveyed, and this has given 
rise to the report that the road is to 
be continued to higher points. The 
extensive operations of the Sierra 
Nevada Water and Power Company, 
which for the noxt five or six years 
will call for the shipment of immense 
quantities of cement and other sup­ 
plies, appear to offer great induce­ 
ments tor the rapid extension of the 
road. 
Campo Seco is now using a 
grei.t deal ot material in the extension 
of its copper smeltiug piant aud the 
road from Lodi to Valley Spring is 
blocked with freight cars loaded for 
that point.—Calaveras Prospect.

Smoking” Ponies a Strange 


Custom of Osage Indians. 
It. JO H N A. DKLUCC1II 
DENTIST- 
One of the aucient customs of the 
Osage Indians which is still followed, 
despite the coming of civilization 
and the allotment of lands among the 
members of the tribe, is tbat of 
“ smoking” ponies. The custom is 
as old as the tribe, and probably will 
be followed as long as Indians weai 
blankets. The present ceremony is 
the same as has been used by the 
membeis of the tribe since the wealth 
of an Indian was counted iu ponies. 
The pony “ smokes” occur early in 
the year, generally after a large pay­ 
ment of government funds has been 
made. The leading members of a 
baud ol Usages in one part of the 
reservation will load all their be­ 
longings into wagons and ponies, and 
go for an extended visit to the mem­ 
bers of another band in another pait 
of the reservation. The teasting aud 
dancing probably will last for severjl 
days before the business of smoking 
ponies begins. On the day of the 
pony smoke the guests and their hosts 
sit in a circle, the latter with their 
best ponies in a herd near them. 
The chief of the hosts lights his pipe, 
and after it is going well he crosses 
the circle and bands the pipe to an 
Indian whom he likes among the 
guests. If the latter smokes, the host 
returns and picks one of his animals 
from the herd and leads it aoross the 
ring to the honored guest. There is 
the utmost formality about the cere- 
mouy. it is an occasion wheu each 
Indian shows his friendship and 
affection for a member of the other 
baud, and the affair is attended by 
much solemnity. Following the lead 
of the chief of the hosts, the other 
members ot the band in turn carry 
the pipe across the circle and present 
it to some friend. 
It sometimes 
happens that the friend does not 
smoke, but this is a very rare occur­ 
rence. After all of the ponies collect­ 
ed by the hosts have been smoked to 
the guests, the latter take their ponies 
and return to their homes. 
An Indian likes value received for 
the things which he gives away, aud

“ We have had,” said the dealer, 
“ walrus leather two inches thick, 
such leather being worth about 8500 a 
side, bringing, as it does, 82.50 a 
pouud. 
“ It takes four or five years to tan 
a walrus bide of tbat thickness. 
If 
the hide is not thoroughly and per­ 
fectly tanDed the raw strip left in the 
middle will turn as hard aud smooth 
as iron. 
“ it takes two or three years to tan 
inch-thick walru9, and the leather of 
that thickness calls for81.25 a pound; 
three-quarter inch walrus brings 75 
cents a pound by the side. 
“ Walrus leather is used chiefly for 
polishing purposes by manufacturing 
jewlers. It is cat into discs, which 
are mounted as cheels. Walrus is a 
durable leather, and it is especially 
desirable in this use because it pol­ 
ishes without scratching.

A DYED BEARD. 
It Probably Changed the History ot 
the Whole Hnman Race. 
The most striking case In history of 
the importance of trifles is furnished 
by the story of Musa, the leader of the 
Moslem host which won from Christen­ 
dom in three and a half years domin­ 
ions which it took the soldiers of the 
cross twenty generations to win back.

It Is almost certain that if the genius 
of Musa had replaced the Incompetence 
of the half dozen tribal leaders whose 
dissensions made victory impossible 
the forces of Islam would have joined 
hands from the west to the east and 
Inclosed Europe in their grasp—Lon­ 
don Standard. 


The Fir.t Knitting Machine. 
Historic mention of hand knitting is 
first found in the books of the time of 
Queen Elizabeth, though it is known 
that it was one of the arts of the Pom­ 
peiians. The first machine for knitting 
was the invention of one William Lee, 
who made application for a patent in 
England in 1589. On being refused a 
patent by the English authorities he 
forthwith departed for France and 
soon afterward set up a large factory 
at Rouen. The Lee machine, which re­ 
mained the same as it was 200 years 
before, was introduced in the colonies 
during the Revolutionary war. 
A 
sharp Yankee improved on it and set 
up the first United States stocking 
factory at Cohoes, N. Y., in 1832. 


The American Chameleon. 
The American chameleon, a small liz­ 
ard (Auolis carolinensis), inhabits vari­ 
ous parts of the southern United States. 
The little animal has the remarkable 
habit of quickly and completely chang­ 
ing its colors, varying from brown to 
yellow or pale green. Its food consists 
of insects. The little animal is perfect­ 
ly harmless to higher forms of life, is 
often kept as a pet and has been worn 
attached to a chain as an ornament. 
The toes are provided with adhesive 
pads, which enable the lizard to run 
upon smooth vertical surfaces. — St.

Appropriations for Pensions. 
The House of Representatives has 
passed tho bill appropriating $140,­ 
000,000 to meet the pension bills of 
the next fiscal year. 
This is almost 
at the maximum of appropriation. 
Mr Gardner of Michigan, chairman 
of the sub-committee, opeued the 
debate which preceded the passage of 
the act, with a statement of figures 
as to pension payments which are 
astonishing aud 
interesting. 
He 
showed tnat there are yet six names 
on the pension roll of the War of 
Revolution, though it is 123 years 
since it was ended, aud 8,000 on that 
of the second war with Great Britain. 
The cost of the great Civil War was 
six billion dollars, aud during the 
forty years that have passed since the 
surrender of Lee, the country has 
paid 83,300,000,000 in pensions charge­ 
able to that war. 
Mr Gardner ven­ 
tures the piediction that before the 
last survivor is removed from the 
rolls, a sum equal to the whole cost 
of the war will have been paid. At 
present there are 500,000 pensioners 
on the roll ot the Civil War, and 11, - 
400 on the roll of the Mexican War. 
There wero for the Spanish War 312,­ 
000 enlistments, and there are to-day 
more pensioners chargeable against 
that war than the maximum number 
under Sbafter in Cuba. 
Mr Gardner 
predicts that in twenty years there 
will be 132,000 Spanish War pen­ 
sioners on the roils. 
As by amendments to the pensioo 
law age is now to be considered a 
permanent disability within the mean­ 
ing of the law, war will have ad­ 
ditional terrors if the cost is to be 
multiplied by two, to meet the pen­ 
sion claims. Mr Gardner shows that 
France pays each year 826,180,900; 
Germany, 821,653,000; Austria-Hung­ 
ary, 810,723,482, aud Great Britain, 
89,85b, 000. The aggregate paid by 
these four great powers is 868,427,687, 
or less than one-half paid by tho 
United States.

Travels in 
Alaska. 


Though 
widely separated 
from 
native country, the mind otten bridges 
the distance, and I always have a filial 
feeling tor the home of early life, a 
feeling shared in greater or less degree 
by all pioneers. Why this is true 
has never been explained for the cold 
fact remains that the child love far 
exceeds the parental, or to put it 
more plainly the love is all on the 
part of the colony, and not of the 
mother country. Our ancestors found 
it so, while they endured the neglect 
and tyranny of England, and many 
other pages ot history are stained 
with records of infant colonies being 
treated as conquered people. Human 
nature does not change, and yet thou­ 
sands of Alaska’s residents fail to 
understand why the great and mighty 
United States government has for 38 
years persistently and 
uniformly 
treated Alaska either with utter neg­ 
lect or a system of tyranny and exac­ 
tions that would have shamed the 
ministry ot King George the Third. 
I use the word “ shamed,” after care­ 
ful thought. In 1770 England was en­ 
gaged in a tremendous struggle tor 
existence, and feartully pressed for 
funds. She had just fought a costly 
war, the results ot which were of 
greater importance to the American 
colonies than to herself. In this ex­ 
tremity, it seemed but just to make 
the colonies contribute to the ex­ 
penses. But the spirit that raised the 
cry of “ No taxation without repre­ 
sentation,” grew and spread until 
the God of battles gave the oppressed 
their rights. 1 am not inferring that 
the time will ever come when Alaska 
can force the United States to give 
her freedom. There are less than 
75,000 white residents in all Alaska, 
and although immigratiou constantly 
increases in spite of the restrictions 
placed on all kinds of development, 
we can never hope to be strong 
enough to conquer our rights from 
earth’s mightiest nation. But the 
shame of Alaska’s wrongs is becom­ 
ing so flagrant that indications of 
help are appearing in many quarters. 
Friends in congress are asserting 
their opinions more and more strong­ 
ly. The press of the northwest is no 
longer alone in publishing Alaska’s 
wrongs, but all over the United 
States, sentiments of sympathy and 
indignation are becoming frequent 
in leading journals. 
A series of 
articles in Appleton’s Bcoklovers 
Magazine, entitled, “ The Looting of 
Alaska” begun in January, is doing 
much to arouse interest in this sub­ 
ject, and we live in full faith of 
better times iu the near future. 
We are having the hardest winter 
ever known in this region, according 
to the few who have lived here more 
than twenty years. 
December was 
mild, with temperature seldom down 
to the freezing point. 
January was 
full of blizzards, which would blow 
into tatters the crests of the waves 
on the bay, until the water was 
nearly hidden by cloudlike sheets ot 
vapor, and the snow flying from the 
mountain tops resembled the dis­ 
heveled hair of a maniac. 
Eero 
weather was experienced for the first 
time in Seward, and one morning 9 
degrees below zero was touched. 
Since February first the weather has 
been generally mild. 
During the period of heavy storms 
and little daylight, navigation is 
especially dangerous. 
In December 
the Portland was wrecked about mid­ 
way between here and Seattle. 
All 
on board were saved. 
The Valencia 
horror has been old news before this 
reaches you. 
Both these disasters 
might have been averted if a little of 
the bJood money squeezed from 
Alaska had been spent for necessary 
light houses. 
The S. S. Dora, carrying the mail 
between Seward and Dutch Harbor, 
which is a little more than 1000 miles 
trom here, lett Seward December 2d, 
and expected to make the round trip 
in 20 days. 
In January, a coast 
steamer reported that the Dora had 
left Kodiak, some 200 miles from 
here, on December 24th, after a hard 
experience with gales near Cook’s 
Inlet. On February 20th the Santa 
Ana sailed from Seward to carry the 
mail and look for the Dora. 
(The 
ocean cable only comes as far west as 
Seward.) The Santa Ana is com­ 
manded by Captain Moore, a Maine 
Yankee, aud brother to the captain 
of the Dora. 
On February 24th a 
cablegram from Port Angeles, Wash­ 
ington, informed us that the Dora 
had arrived there with all on board 
sate. She had been driven far south­ 
ward trom her course by a gale, and 
with coal exhausted and rigging dam­ 
aged, was more than six weeks in 
reaching the nearest port. That was 
a joyful night tor we all had friends 
on the Dora, and small hope of their 
safety.

Reported weekly for the Legder. 


The Midnight Sun at Paris.—An 
Easily-Made Stone.—Disease Chloro­ 
forming.—A Product for Tropical 
Farms.—Dissociation by X-Rays.— 
Visible Digestion.—The Latent Image. 
—Automatic Lighting. 


At the summer solstice qt Paris, the 
sun descends only eighteen degrees 
below the horizon, and twilight con­ 
tinues trom the setting of the sun in 
the northwest until its rising in tho 
northeast. At midnight a luminous 
arc several degrees high can he observ­ 
ed in the north 
This faint light was 
first photographed by Pouchet and 
Quisset from the top of the Eitfel 
Tower, and it was conclusively proven 
to bo from the sun. Photometric 
study was urged by the late M. 
Coruu. A special photometer has 
uowbeen constructed by M. Touchet, 
aud with this apparatus the varying 
intensities ot the twilight arc will he 
accurately measured trom the Eiffel 
Tower observatory. 
A new artificial granite reported 
trom Freiburg, Baden, is made from 
chips of granite or marble, or botn. 
These are made into a consistent 
putty with a suitable proportion of 
cement, water, coloring matter and 
any other desired ingredients, aud the 
mixture is shaped iu molds and allow­ 
ed to set. The blocks are then im­ 
mersed in water to acquire a certain 
amount of water. On removal, they 
are dried and hardened in a warm and 
shady place, after which they are pol­ 
ished. 
,

'The idea of using chloroform for 
consumption was suggested to a Brit­ 
ish physician on noting the temporary 
improvement iu consumptive patients 
after operations requiring an anaes­ 
thetic. He has had no opportunity 
to test the theory fully, but has ob­ 
tained favorable results in a little ex­ 
perimenting with chloroform as an 
inhalant. This liquid being very 
volatile and a germicide, he contends 
that it should be an ideal drug for 
destroying bacilli iu the lungs. 
Capock, much used iu Holland and 
other European countries, is a pro­ 
duct of certain bamboos known in the 
Dutch Indies as the “ false cotton 
tree.” 
It is a down ot yellowish 
brown silky filaments, which is found 
in the capsule of the fruit, where it 
aarrnuDds and protects the tender 
pulp. It is not only very light, but 
it absorbs scarcely any water even 
after months of maceration. 
Less 
than a pound is sufficient to support 
a man ot ordinary weight in water, 
in the English and German navies 
the material is being used instead 
of cork for life-saving apparatus, aud 
French surgeons now find that it has 
advantages as a substitute for wadd­ 
ing or cotton for bandages or com­ 
presses. 
It is suggested that the 
prioe, which is now high, might ho 
reduced by encouraging the cultiva­ 
tion of this variety ot bamboo iu 
eastern colonies. 
Atoxine of the blood of eels aud 
allied species, preventing coagulation 
of poisoned blood, was discovered by 
M. Mosso as long ago as 1889. The 
toxine has not yet been isolated, hut 
late investigators have found that the 
eel serum retains its toxio power tor 
a considerable time in the dark, hut 
that the degree of toxicity varies with 
the individual eel and with the sea­ 
son. Like snake venom, the toxine 
appears to be active onl^ when swal­ 
lowed. An antitoxine can he produced 
in the blood serum ot susceptible 
auimals, and this renders rabbits aud 
goats immune against great doses, 
though little effect is produced ou 
gutnea-pigs. 
The strength ot hair has been found 
by a German experimenter to vary 
greaty with color. A single black 
hair supported 4 ounces; one of vfi>y 
dark brown, 3}4 ounces; brown, 3 
ounces; but yellow scarcely held up 2 
ounces without heakiug. 
- Twice as much heat is generated by 
X-rays iu lead as in ziuc. The only 
explanation evident to the discoverer 
is that certain elements are hrokeu 
up by these rays, and that the energy 
liberated trom these atoms torms a-' 
part of that appearing when the rays 
are absorbed by matter. 
The powers of the stomach have 
been gauged hitherto by means ot a 
test breakfast and the subsequent use 
of the stomach-pump, or less directly 
by chemical tost of the urine. A new 
method is being tried in Europe by 
Dr. Schwartz. He admiuistersa large 
pill of a third or half au ounce ot 
subnitrate of bismuth enclosed in a 
coating of connective tissue from the 
sheep or ox, and when examination 
is then made with X-rays this sub­ 
stance shows as a dark shadow. At 
first it appears as a deep black spot1 
As digestion progresses however, it 
disseminates through the stomach, 
and in health gives a faint shadow of 
the entire organ iu about seven hours. 
Iu such disorders as deficiency of 
acid, pyloric disease and cancer, the 
black spot persists 9, 11 or even 20 
hours, while in hyperacidity the too 
rapid digestion may cause the spot 
to disappear in 2 to 5 hours. 
When the glass plate of a photo­ 
graphic negative is scrapod free from 
film and cleaned chemicully, nothing 
remains visible, but on breathing on 
the glass the photographic imago may 
be brought out again os a faint gray 
and white positive. 
These curious 
“ breath images” were described the 
othor day by M. J. Bull iu a lecture 


to British photographers. In the dis­ 
cussion that followed, the general 
opinion seemed to be that the latent 
image—the undeveloped photograph^ 
is an electro-chemical formation of 
molecular nuclei, around which the 
visible image is subsequently built 
up by development. 
The automatic gas kindier and 
extinguisher of Herr Raupp, of May- 
euce, is basaed upon the singular 
effeot of light in increasing the elec­ 
tric conductivity of selenium. With 
tho coming of daylight, the selenium 
permits the ready passage ot an elec­ 
tric current, and this causes the shut­ 
ting oif of the gas, which the appa­ 
ratus turns ou again aud ignites as 
darkness comes again. The selenium, 
of course, is shielded from the light 
of the burning gas 
WashingtonLetter.

Washington D. G. March 10, 1906. 
Next Monday the debate ou the 
Hepburn rate bill will open in ear­ 
nest in the senate. 
Until then any 
forecast of the situation is nothing 
more than guess work. 
There are a 
number of amendments to be offered. 
Some will bo turned down immedi­ 
ately. Others will stand a chance of 
acceptance after a fight. 
But it is 
believed as a whole that the proposal 
for a conservative judicial review 
wil ho accepted. This is the provis­ 
ion meeting most nearly with the 
views of the president. The only 
question is whether the scheme for 
a judicial review can be so framed 
that the corporation lawyers of the 
country will be able to take advantage 
of it so as to piactically nullify the 
intention of the law by opening a way 
to interminable litigatiou which the 
railroads can stand aud which the 
shippers cannot. The negotiations 
between the two parties and the two 
factions of each party still continue. 
The democratic side is much divided. 
It is certain that the administration 
cannot count on anything like a 
solid democratic vote to heip out 
tho moiety of republicans who will 
vote for the bill. 
'The republicans 
also are divided, aud senator Allison 
aud several others are working to 
secure reasonably harmonious action 
within tho party. 
It would not ho 
at all surprising under the circum­ 
stances if the ultra conservative 
element broke entirely with the body 
of the party. 
Much interest has been caused in 
all official circles by the report from 
Gen. Wood of the engagement of the 
American forces with the Moros iu 
Jolo. 
From tho reports that have 
been received at the war department 
iu addition to the press dispatches 
describing the battle, it would seem 
that there has been one of the most 
important engagements iu tbo number 
of men killed since the occupation 
of the islands by the American forces, 
it was stated at the war department 
today that Gen. Wood has been taced 
by a vory uncomfortable situation. 
The natives do not know or under­ 
stand leniency iu any form ou the 
part of the government. 
Leniency 
is regarded as a sign of weakness. 
Consequently an increasing number of 
outlaws and malefactors concen­ 
trated in the center of the islands 
and it was a question whether Gen. 
Wood should allow them to remain 
there unmolested and allow them to 
swoop down on the settlements and 
upset the generally peacetul con­ 
dition of the island, or whether he 
should proceed against them and 
wipe them out, as the dispatches say 
he has doue. It appears that he took 
the latter course, and while it. has 
cost the government a number of 
men, there is a questiop'' whether 
after all it was not tne"best thing to 
tío. Gen. Woods’ worst enemies in 
the service, and "£hey are many, 
would not accuse him of lacking any 
of tho essential qualities ot a lighter 
either personally or as a commander. 
The Moros are lighters themselves 
from the way. back counties, and it. 
is littje woqder that the reports are 
Concerned, entirely with casualities 
and nothing is said about prisoners. 
But it is safe to say that the bandits 
4n Jolo have been taught a lesson, 
that they 
will not forget for a 
number of years to come. 
The fight on the statehood hill has 
rqached a point where it is safe to 
say that the bill will he passed with 
the Foraker amendment which will 
turn tho question ot joint statehood 
back for final settlement to the citi­ 
zens of New Mexico and Arizona. 
While senator Beveridge says that 
this is unnecessary, it would seem the 
decent thing to do, as it is rather 
against precedent to take any state 
into the Union against the will of 
the people. The vote on the bill will 
not come till next week, but if it is 
passed in such shape that the people 
ot the two territories have a refer­ 
endum vote in tho matter, there 
ought not to be any question of its 
fair settlement. From the way things 
look now, the state of Oklahoma and 
Indian Territory will be admitted as 
a whole aud no protest made. But 
it is almost certain that there will not 
only he a hard light iu New Mexico 
and Arizona aud that a majority ot 
the voters of Arizona will stand out 
for separate statehood if they have to 
wait a decade to get it.

postal facilities afforded the govern­ 
ment is one of the most practical 
measures of reform that has been 
introduced lately. It is not intended 
that at the restriction shall effect 
private individuals, but it is intended 
to cut down the great amount ol 
government property shipped over the 
roads at certain seasons and prevent 
an undue weight allowance, being 
figured out in favor of the railroads. 
The appropriation recommended by 
the committee on postoffioes and post 
roads will meet the normal growth 
of the service, but it is intended to 
retrench as far as possible in an en­ 
deavor to put the postoffice on a 
paying basis. 
It cost the United States nearly 
three times as much to distribute 
seeds, bulbs aud trees to larmers 
and planters as it cost to parchase 
the comodities. 
Figures in the report of B. T. 
Galloway chiet of the bureau of plant 
industry, for 1905 show that the 
government paid 8245,000 fcr the 
handling of S90.000 worth of seeds. 
'The items of salaries, traveling ex­ 
penses, assembling and mailing, and 
miscellaneous, amount to $2.70 tor 
every 81 in actual value.

“ Smoking” Ponies a Strange 


Custom of Osage Indians. 
One of the ancient customs of the 
Osage Indians which is still followed, 
despite the coming of civilization 
and the allotment of lands among the 
members of the tribe, is that of 
“ smoking” ponies. The custom is 
as old as the tribe, and probably will 
be followed as long as Indians wear 
blankets. The present ceremony is 
the same as has been used by the 
members of the tribe since the wealth 
of an Indian was counted in ponies. 
The pony “ smokes” occur early in 
the year, generally after a large pay­ 
ment of government funds has been 
made. The leading members of a 
hand oi Usages in one part of the 
reservation will load all their be­ 
longings into wagons and ponies, and 
go for an extended visit to the mem­ 
bers of another band in another part 
of the reservation. The feasting and 
dancing probably will last for several 
days hetore the business of smoking 
ponies begins. On the day of the 
pony smoke the guests and their hosts 
sit in a circle, the latter with their 
best ponies in a herd near them. 
The chief of the hosts lights his pipe, 
and after it is going well he crosses 
the circle and hands the pipe to an 
Indian whom be likes among the 
guests. If the latter smokes, the host 
returns and picks one of his animals 
from the herd and leads it across the 
ring to the honored guest. There is 
the utmost formality about the cere­ 
mony. It is au oocasion when each 
Indian shows his friendship and 
affection for a member of the other 
baud, and the affair is attended by 
much solemnity. Following the lead 
of the chief of the hosts, the other 
members ot the band in turn carry 
the pipe across the circle and present 
it to some friend. 
It sometimes 
happens that the friend does not 
smoke, but this is a very rare occur- 
reuce. After all of the ponies collect­ 
ed by the hosts have been smoked to 
the guests, the latter take their ponies 
and return to their homes. 
An Indian likes value received for 
the things which he gives away, and 


one pony smoke means that the visit 
ing tribe is required by courtesy t( 
give their hosts a return engagement 
In a few months after the Big hil 
Indians call on the Bird creek in 
dians for a pony smoke, the lattei 
returns the visit and in turn are th< 
recipients of ponies. It is not alsvay: 
ponies that are smoked, but tin 
blanket, bead and calico smokes an 
small affairs as compared to the cere 
monies attending the disposition o: 
thousands of dollars’ worth of horses 


Moie Railroad News. 
It is understood that the work of 
building the branch railroad from a 
short distance below Valley Springs 
to Campo Seco will be begun at once. 
It is also said that the route from the 
latter point to Gwin mine and to the 
timber region beyoud has recently 
been resurveyed, and this has given 
rise to the report that the road is to 
be continued to higher points. The 
extensive operations of the Sierra 
Nevada Water and Power Company, 
which for the next five or six years 
will call for the shipment of immense 
quantities of cement and other sup­ 
plies, appear to offer great induce­ 
ments for the rapid extension of the 
road. 
Campo Seco is now using a 
greet deal ot material in the extension 
of its copper smelting plant and the 
road from Lodi to Valley Spring is 
blocked with freight cars loaded for 
that point.—Calaveras Prospect. 


Costly Leather. 
“ We have had,” said the dealer, 
“ walrus leather two inches thick, 
such leather being worth about 8500 a 
side, bringing, as it does, 82.50 a 
pouud. 
“ It takes four or five years to tan 
a walrus hide of that thickness. 
If 
the hide is not thoronghly and per­ 
fectly tanned the raw strip left in the 
middle will turn as bard and smooth 
as iron. 
“ It takes two or three years to tan 
inch-thick walrus, and the leather of 
that thickness calls for$1.25 a pound; 
three-quarter inch walrus brings 75 
cents a pound by the side. 
“ Walrus leather is used chiefly tor 
polishing purposes by manufacturing 
jewlers. It is cut into discs, which 
are mounted as cheels. Walrus is a 
durable leather, and it is especially 
desirable in this use because it pol­ 
ishes without scratching.

Some half a dozen pronounced cases 
of typhoid fever have developed in 
this city the past week or two. 
This 
fact has set tongues wagging in locat­ 
ing the cause. 
It is variously attri­ 
buted to the milk, to drinking water, 
and other possible 
causes by 
the 
guessers. 
While it is impossible to 
prevent wild flights of imagination in 
this direction, it is rather hard that 
anyone should be injured in business 
by mere guessings. 
The authorities 
are taking steps to find out the cause 
of this outbreak. 
Yesterday samples 
of milk from a dairy in town were 
taken, with every precaution to guard 
against contamination, and sealed in 
several bottles. 
These will be for­ 
warded at once to the laboratory of 
the University 
of California, 
for 
analysis by the expert of that institu­ 
tion. 
When the result is made known 
it will settle the one point, whether 
the milk in question has contributed 
to the outbreak.

A TERRIBLE ACCIDENT. 


Three Crain Brothers Caught in a 


Cave and Two of Them Killed.

Birthday Celebration. 
A small gathering ot friends and 
neighbors met at the homo of Mrs P. 
Leonesio iu Seottsville, on Sunday 
eveuiug in honor ot tho birthday 
auuiversary ot John Martin aud Peter 
Luke, the former being 86 aud the 
latter 73 years of ago. 
The evening 
was pleasantly passed in card playing, 
after which light refreshments were 
served by the hostess. 
The aged 
veterans entertained tho company 
with songs, and a good time generally 
was had. 


One of the most terrible accidents 
that has happened in gravel mining 
occurred near the town ot Fairplay, 
in El Dorado county 
on Friday 
afternoon, resulting in the death of 
two young men, named Ivan and 
Charles Crain, and the serious injury 
of A. J. Crain, all brothers. 
It 
seems the three brothers were operat­ 
ing a gravel mine in El Dorado 
county, just across the Amador line, 
above Oleta. 
They were operating 
by the ground sluicing process, iu a 
deep open cut. The sides of the out 
slid in on them, without apparent 
warning. 
An immense quantity of 
debris shot down from the banks, 
carrying the three men several huu- 
dred feet by the sheer force ot the 
falling earth. Jack Crain, it appears 
was not caught by the full force of the 
cave, although carried down a con­ 
siderable distance. 
He managed to 
extricate himself from the debris, 
although severely injured, haviDg 
several ribs broken, and otherwise 
badly bruised. After liberating him ­ 
self, he commenced searching tor his 
brothers and Anally located one 
body, and freed the head from 
the mass of dirt, but found him 
dead. He then started for Fairplay, 
a mile and a half distant, to give the 
alarm, walking the entire distant, 
severely injured as he was, and 
secured assistance. 
When the news 
of the awful disaster reached there, 
numbers rushed to the scene, and the 
tiodies of the victims wece rescued 
from the debris. Coroner Winchell of 
El Dorado county was notified and 
left for the scene Saturday morning, 
to hold an inquest. 
The claim they were working is 
known as the Hayward gravel mine at 
Indian Diggings. 
At the time of the 
cave the hydraulic was not iu opera­ 
tion. It was customary to loosen a lot 
of the bank by blasting. 
They were 
preparing for this. Charles and Ivan 
were engaged in drilling a hole with 
an augur used in that work, when the 
whole bank slipped down upon them. 
All the young men were well known 
in the northern part of this couuty, 
where they have lived nearly all 
their lives. Charles Alfred Crain was 
32 years of age, Ivan Lester 26 yoars, 
and Andrew Jackson, the snrvivor, 
•38. They were sons of A. J. Crain, 
who died about a year ago, and who 
for many year had charge of the water 
ditches of the Plymouth Consolidated 
mines, when that property was in 
full blast. After the mine suspended, 
he continued to look atter the com­ 
pany’s interests in Plymouth. 
* It seems that another brother Hugh 
Crain, who was also accustomed to 
work in the mining claim, remained 
home on tho fatal day iu question, 
whether trom 
sickness or other 
reasons we are unable to say. He 
thereby doubtless averted the fate 
that befell his unfortunate brothers. 
The victims were swept through the 
tail race and down the mountain 
slope a distance of something like 
100 yards. 
After treeing himself 
John, with at least three ribs fractur­ 
ed and other severe injuries, in look­ 
ing for his brothers, found one hand 
ot the younger one, Ivan, protruding 
through the mud. 
He set to work 
with his bauds, aud scooped away 
the earth until the head was freed 
from the dobris. 
One report is that 
be failed at this time to And any 
traco of the body of the other brother, 
aud actually crept on hands and knees 
to Fairplay to report the allair. 
The Bee of the 19th gives the details 
of the disaster us follows: 
The three Crain brothers, Charles, 
Ivan and John, were running an open 
cut for the purpose of making a face 
for a tunnel. The banks on each side 
of the cut were about twenty feet 
high and composed of decomposed 
granite and sand. 
Before going to 
lunch that day the men observed the 
apparently unsafe condition ot the 
banks and conversed about it among 
themselves. 
However, they went 
back after dinner and went to work. 
Charles and Ivan Crain were at the 
face of the cut, drilling, and John 
started out of the cut to get some 
powder. When he got thirty to forty 
feet from where the men were drill­ 
ing he was horriüed to see the bank 
caving above the men He called to 
them, but before they could rise the 
heavy mass ot earth was upon them, 
carrying them into a stream of about 
five hundred inches of water. 
The 
mass of wet earth and water also 
caught John Crain, and the three 
men were carried over a rocky fail 
about twelve feet in height. 
John 
had three ribs broken and received 
other serious injuries, but he managed 
to extricate himself and went to Fair­ 
play, a mile and a half distant, to 
summon assistance. The people who 
returned with him set diligently to 
work to excavate at the point where 
John Crain extricated himself, and 
after two hours aud a half of steady 
effort encountered the bodies of 
Charles and Ivan Crain. 
The bodies were removed, after 
being inspected by the jury, to the 
home of the mother iu Shenandoah 
valley, on Saturday, and the funeral 
took placa on Sunday, the remains 
being interred in the Plymouth cerne 
tery that afternoon. Funeral services 
were conducted by Rev. S. H. Phil­ 
lips, a life-long friend ot the victims. 


About 200 Nativo Sous and Daugh­ 
ters assembled at Shield’s hall, aud 
marched to tho outskirts of the towu 
to accoiupuuy the remains to their 
last resting place. 
It was tho largest 
fuueial cortege witnessed iu that 
towu for many years. 
Each of tho victims leaves a wife 
aud two small children; also a 
mother, two brothors, aud three 
sisters.

It lias been customary tor many years 
to give a performance in aid of this 
cause on St. Patrick’s day, and the 
occasion has always drawn a full 
audience. 
On the last occasion, 
nearly all the seats were sold as 
“ reserved.” at 75 cents each; the 
demand being 
greater than the 
supply. Many were kept away owing 
to the inability to secure seats. 
The play itself was nicely adapted 
to amateur talent, and all the char­ 
acters were really well sustained. 
Indeed, as a whole, tho play passed 
off if anything more smoothly than 
anything seen in the local line tor 
a long time. 
Mrs Duden, who was 
to have taken a leading part, was sick 
and unable to act. 
Her place was 
filled very creditably by Mrs Bessie 
Nettle. The cast of characters was as 
follows:

ANOTHER PIONEER TAKEN. 


A. J. Amick Passes to His Long 


Home 
On Saturday last one of the pioneers 
ot lone vaijey crossed the dividing 
line that separates life and death. A. 
J. Amick, one of the oldest citizens 
ot that section, died on that day, 
after a long siege of sickness, the 
result of extreme age. 
He was 77 
years one month and 5 days old. His 
life history is replete with interest, 
and a sketch givng the prominent 
points of his caree»,, is worthy of re­ 
production in these columns. 
Mr Amick was born in North Car­ 
olina, February 12, 1829, of German 
ancestry, who were early settlers of 
the south. 
His parents were both 
natives of North Carolina. 
In 1835 
the family moved to Missouri, and 
became pioneers of Morgan aDd 
Cooper counties in that state. In the 
family were eleven children, the sub­ 
ject of this sketch being the second 
child. In April, 1850, he started with 
tive others, to cross the plains to 
California, whose wondeiful riches 
iu gold were then ringing throughout 
the world. 
Their traveling outfit 
consisted of two wagons and six yoke 
of oxen, in the party were David 
Amick, an uncle, and William Amick, 
a brother of deceased. Reaching Fort 
Kearney, in Nebraska, the other three 
aiembers of the company decided to 
return, dismayed by the hardships 
of the long tramp to the Pacific slope. 
The other three persisted in pursuing 
tho journey, 
although reports of 
ravages of oholera among the emi­ 
grants were brought from the front. 
The uncle succumbed to this disease 
before they reached the Platte river— 
the tenth death in the train of emi­ 
grants of which this outfit formed a 
part. At Fort Laramie the wagon 
tram again separated, a small com­ 
pany, including Amick and his 
brother, taking tho route via the 
valley of the Humboldt, arriving in 
Sacramento iate in the fall of 1850. 
That winter they went to Hangtown, 
now Placerville, and engaged in min­ 
ing, and won S1000 each of the pre­ 
cious metal in three months. 
They 
afterwards engaged iu mining in the 
vicinity of Georgetown, with success. 
A. J. Amick, afterwards came to 
Amador county, and settled on a 
farm iu lone valley. 
In 1856 he 
returned across the plains to Miss­ 
ouri, where he purchased 100 head of 
cattle, which he drove to California, 
realizing by this venture a profit of 
500 per cent, aud thereby got tho 
financial start from which ho built 
up a fortune, 
lie was dispossessed 
of his farm in the valley by the legal 
contest with tho Aroya Seco Urant. 
In 1859 ho was married to Miss Nancy 
Philips of Missouri, who came over 
the plains to California in 1856. Six 
children were born of this union, 
Wesloy M, present supervisor from 
township 2, W. D., engaged iu farm­ 
ing E. G. in the drug business in 
lone, and Addie A., wife of Robert 
Bagley, of the firm of Newman Jc 
Bagley; and James M. Amick, also 
a resident of the valley town. Alfred 
J. accidentally shot himself several 
years ago, aud died from his injuries. 
Deceased’s wife died over three years 
ago. 
The funeral took place in lone last 
Tuesday, at which there was a very 
large attendance, as deceased was 
widely known and highly respected 
wherever known. 
The palf bearers 
were the four sons above named, also 
Robert Bagley, L onn Bagley, George 
Woolsey, J. P. Surface, W. H. Prouty, 
U. S. Gregory, J. Newman and W. A. 
Bennetts. The Rev. W. Hicks of the 
Presbyterian church conducted the 
funeral ceremony.

Chinese fashions have not changed 
in centuries but Miss Liang’s costumes 
are m ade by a Chinese tailor connect­ 
ed with the Legation. 
H er costumes 
are of the richest silks and satins, 
black and white being her favorite 
colors. The quaint Chinese shoes that 
she w ears cause this young lady to 
walk in w hat appears to American 
eyes, a rather awkward fashion but 
she has not the small, deformed feet 
such as have prevented some of her 
predecessors at the Chinese Legation 
from walking without assistance. 


Young Chilean Ladles. 
Two young people who have made 
m any American friends during a long 
term of residence in the United States 
are the daughters of Senor Don Joa­ 
quin W alker-M artinez, the M inister 
from Chili. 
These young ladies have 
been 
living 
under 
the Stars 
and 
Stripes for nearly five years and have 
attended 
American 
schools. 
They 
have the clear olive complexion, dark 
hair and eyes and rich coloring typi­ 
cal of the Latin Races. 
As has been mentioned above there 
are m any young people in the house­ 
holds of the envoys from South and 
Central America and the W est Indies. 
At the Legation of Haiti, are the 
M isses Bourke, popular young rela­ 
tives of M inister Leger, who by the 
way is one of the veteran diplomats 
at W ashington, having resided in this 
country continuously for ten years.

This statem ent is made 
by the Engineering News, in a com­ 
prehensive discussion of the 
great 
excavation projects of the world. The 
big Panam a cut is so large that the 
mind fails to grasp its real magnitude, 
and it can only be appreciated by 
comparison w ith some f a m il i a r object. 
A question of considerable interest re­ 
cently raised by a correspondent re­ 
lates to the largest existing artificial 
excavation which is a t all comparable 
with the Culebra c u t 
Great amounts 
of excavation were done, of course, 
on such works as the North Sea Canal, 
the M anchester Canal and the Suez 
Canal; but S.11 these were built through 
comparatively level country. 
So far as it has been able to dis­ 
cover, the only deep cut a t all com­ 
parable with th at to be made through 
the Cuelbra divide is the great Nochi- 
stongo cut through the hills which 
surround the Valley of Mexico. 
This 
huge excavation was begun in 1640, 
for the purpose of affording an outlet 
to the flood w aters which had inun­ 
dated the City of Mexico and destroyed 
a great part of the city and its in­ 
habitants. 
For more than a hundred 
and forty years labor on this great 
work was the chief task of the Mex­ 
ican nation, and it was not until the 
year 1789 th at it was finally completed. 
The total length of the Nochistongo 
cut Is twelve and one-half miles. 
Its 
greatest depth is 197 feet, and its great­ 
est width is 361 feet. The total amount 
of m aterial excavated was about 54,­ 
000,000 cubic yards. 
In comparison 
with this the cut at Culebra will have 
a 
considerably greater 
maximum 
depth and width, even for the project 
with the eighty-five-foot sum m it level. 
The total cube of excavation a t the 
Culebra divide w as estim ated by En­ 
gineer W allace as 186,000,000 cubic 
yards for the sea-level canal and 111,­ 
000,000 cubic yards for a canal with 
a sixty-foot sum m it level. 
W hile in m ere size of excavation 
the cut through the Panam a divide is 
by far the larger, the fact th at the 
Nochistongo cut ■was made with abso­ 
lutely no aid from m achinery or me­ 
chanical power, hut wholly with hu­ 
man muscle, m akes our task on the 
isthm us seem like m ere child’s play 
in comparison w ith th at accomplished 
by those patient toilers under the tor­ 
rid sun of Mexico two centuries ago. 
W hen one recalls th at this deep, arti­ 
ficial valley, m ore than twelve miles 
long, was all dug by the labor of In­ 
dians, who excavated the m aterial 
with the crudest hand tools and car­ 
ried it in baskets on their heads to the 
place of final deposit, the great cut of 
Nochistongo is entitled to rank, with 
the Pyram ids of Egypt, among the 
world’s greatest wonders.

It is granted 
right here th at many a good gun dog 
also shows well, but the highest prices 
go for the show anim al, pure and sim­ 
ple. 
At a recent sale of pointers and set­ 
ters a t Birmingham, England, one of 
the most im portant sales in years, the 
entire lot—two score or more—sold for 
$3,025. 
The highest price paid was 
$325, for the famous female pointer, 
Coronation (four and a half years) the 
winner of many championships; while 
among the setters 
the

was 
Ightfield Bang (four and a half years), 
a great field trial winner, who brought 
only 
$185. 
American 
purchasers 
would have-thought these dogs cheap 
at $1,000 apiece. 
In contrast with these prices, the 
bull terrier Woodcote Wonder sold in 
New Haven for $5,000 to a San Fran­ 
cisco purchaser. 
Richard Croker, Jr., 
paid $3,000 for his Champion Rodney 
Stone, and Frank Gould paid as high 
as $5,000 for a St. Bernard.

and instruction to me as well as a 
help to my bird guests 
during the bad 


weather. 
We have an acre of ground 


around our home, and fine trees, but 
there are streets on all but the north 
side, so Ichose that side for the bird 
table, as it is the most sheltered and 
at the same time affords us the best 
chance 
to watch the birds from the 


house. I 
began by tying lumps ofsuet 


up in small trees near the windows 
and 
very soon my 
guests 
began 
to 


arrive. 
Later Idevised a plan for 


bringing the suet eaters within closer 
range. Ifastened a rough stick, tw. 
or three inches in diameter, to tke 
window shutters, across 
the window a 


little below the middle sash 
and upon 


this stick 'l tied my lump of suet. 


Bird Lore, in its notes 
on -winter 
feeding of wildbirds gives a number 
of methods for such feeding that may 
be easily employed by any kindly per- 
son with the greatest 
satisfaction. At 
this time of year birds, like domestic 
fowls, appreciate fat food. 
Soup bones, 
after they have served their purpose 
in the kettle, may be hung ia a tree 
or elsewhere so that cats may pot get 
at 
the feathered 
visitors. 
Here the 
birds willpick away every bitof meat 
and gristle. 
Suet may be put in the 


trees 
this way or the carcass 
of a 
fowl, and blue jays, nuthatches, 
wood- 
peckers and chicadees, 
not to mention

out in the rest of the herd.
